AT KUNKLE, OHIO. 


MANY

The Town of Kunkle Visited by a 
Severe Storm—Area 
Six Miles 
Long Covered by 
Debris—Heavy 
Storms in Other Parts of the Coun­ 
try—Washout at Hudson, Wis. 


K u n k le , Ohio, May 18.—A cyclone 
passed a quarter of a mile west of 
here a t 4:30 yesterday afternoon, kill­ 
ing five persons, fatally injuring two 
others, and slightly wounding several 
more. 
The killed: 
BARRETT, DANIEL, right leg broken, 
arm torn off and internally injured. 
BARRETT, MRS. DANIEL, legs torn 
from the body and entrails torn out. 
DASO, MARTHA, head crushed; died 
two hours afterward. 
DASO MYRTA, injured internally; died 
at IO p. rn. 
OXINGER, GEORGE, body beaten into 
a shapeless mass. 
The injured: 
Cols, Charles, fatally hurt; internally. 
C ole, Mbs. C harles, head crushed; will 
die. 
Green, J ennie, slightly bruised; will re­ 
cover. 
The scene of the cyclone is a hard 
one to describe. Houses, barns, fences, 
trees, and obstructions of all kinds in 
the path of the storm have been 
carried away and nothing left to m ark 
the spot where they stood except huge 
holes in the 
ground. 
The section 
devastated is about one-quarter of a 
mile wide and six miles in length, the 
great funnel-shaped cloud traveling 
in an irregular southeasterly course. 
The greatest damage was done about 
a mile from where it rose and passed 
on e ast The building in which Daniel 
B arrett, his wife and their two grand­ 
daughters, M yrta and M artha Daso, 
lived is so completely demolished th a t 
not even a portion of the foundation is 
le ft 
The nearest rem nants of the 
house are at least IOO yards from where 
it stood. 
The larger portion of the 
building, w ith the roof alm ost intact, 
is forty rods from its original location. 
Mrs. B arrett, who was the worst 
mangled, was carried over a quarter 
of a mile. 
There was little left of the 
woman's body th a t resembled the form 
| of a hum an being. 
The ground on either edge of the 


I storm 's track is strew n w ith feather­ 
less fowls and the debris of houses and 
barns. 
Charles Cole had ju st com­ 
pleted a large barn. 
All now th a t re­ 
mains of it are six large bowlders upon 
which rested the structqre. 
The heavy 
timbers are strew n for a mile farther 
Ion. 
For six miles back from the fatal 
Iscene described 
everything 
in the 
lcourse of the storm has vanished as if 
|by magic. 
The w hirling cloud seemed to go 
Islow in its forw ard course and gave 
Imany people who otherwise would 
[have been killed time to get out of its 
|way. 
It is estim ated th a t it took at 
Least fifteen m inutes for the storm to 
ro its last mile. 
The course seemed 
be somewhat zigzag and rolled from 
Left to right, as well as 
upward.

Heavens Opened, and the Sprinkling 
Pot Was Tipped Over—Gullies Cut 
in Streets and Culverts Filled with 
Gravel—Then Just for a Change 
It Snowed. 
Part of the new paving at Main and 
Milwaukee streets must be relaid.

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HIS LAST SERMON 
IN THE TABERNACLE 


TALMAGE 
P R E A C H E S ON THE 
REAL CH RISTIAN CHURCH. 


"Behold Thou Art 
Fair, 
My Lore,*’ 
Sets Forth the Feeling of Jesus Christ 
Toward His Church—Must Always Be 
Ahead of the Times. 


B r o o k ly n , 
N. Y., May 13, 1894.— 
The tabernacle was crowded to the 
doors to-day when Rev. Dr. Talmage 
took for the subject of his forenoon 
serm on a passage of scripture which 
has been made the subject of much 
discussion and various interpretation 
by modern theologians. 
His theme 
was, “A Cheerful Church,” and the 
te it was selected from 
Solomon’s 
song 4 : 1 : 
“ Behold Thou Art* Fair, 
My Love.” 
“ Higher criticism” says th a t this 
book of Solomon’s Song is a love scene, 
a forlorn maiden sighing for her beau. 
lf so, it is an unclean and debauched 
utterance inserted in the pure word 
of God and is not fit for common read­ 
ing. My opinion is th at it is an inspired 
ode setting forth the feeling of Christ 
toward 
the 
church 
and 
of the 
church tow ard C hrist 
Christ is the 
bridegroom, and the church is the 
bride. 
The same words we can utter 
to-day truthfully w hether in regard 
to the church of God in general or this 
church in particular: 
“ Behold, thou 
a rt fair, my love.” The past week has 
been one of prolonged congratulation 
for th a t we have 
for 
twenty-five 
years been perm itted to 
associate 
w ith each other in 
the 
relation 
of 
pastor 
and 
people. 
When I 
came to Brooklyn I found a small 
band of Christian disciples who from 
various causes had become less and 
less, until they stood upon the very 
verge of extinction as a church; and 
the question was being agitated from 
time to time w hether it would be pos­ 
sible to m aintain a church life longer. 
Indeed, had not those men and women 
been consecrated and earnest, they 
would 
have 
surrendered 
to 
the 
adverse circumstances. 
They m ar­ 
shalled a congregational meeting, and, 
gathering up all the forces possi­ 
ble, they cast nineteen votes for a 
pastor, all of which I a m h a p p y to 
have received. 
It was not through any spirit of per­ 
sonal courage or reckless adventure 
th a t led me, from one of the warm est 
and most congenial pastorates in Phil­ 
adelphia th at a man ever enjoyed, to 
this then most uninviting field; but it 
was the feeling th a t God had called 
me to the work and I was sure he 
would see me through. 
I have thought th a t it m ight be 
profitable to us to state briefly w hat 
kind of a church we have been trying 
to establish. 
In the first place, I rem ark th a t we 
have been trying to build here a 
Christian church—distinctively such; 
in other words, a church where we 
should preach the Lord Jesus Christ 
and him crucified. 
My theology is all 
gone 
into five letters—Jesus. 
Je ­ 
sus, the pardon of all offenses. 
Jesus, 
the foundation for all structures. 
Je­ 
sus, the balm for all wounds. 
Jesus, 
the eye-salve for all blindness. Jesus, 
the guide through all perplexities. 
Jesus, the hope for all discourage­ 
ments. 
Jesus, the reform 
for 
all 
wrongs. 
I have faith to believe th a t 
there 
is 
more 
power 
in 
one 
drop of the blood of Jesus Christ 
to cure the woes of the world than 
in an ocean full of human quackery. 
Jesus is the grandest note in any min­ 
strelsy. 
He is the brightest gem in 
any crown. 
H eight overstepping all 
height. 
The center of every circum­ 
ference. 
The circumference to every 
center. 
The pacifier of all turbu­ 
lence. 
The umpire of all disputes. 
Jesus! Jesus! At his table all nations 
are to sit. 
Around his throne all 
worlds are to revolve. 
He is to be the 
irradiation of the universe. 
Jesus! 
Jesus! 
It is th a t tru th th at we have 
tried to preach in this tabernacle. 
Do you ask more m inutely w hat we 
believe? I can tell you. 
We have no 
dry, w ithered, juiceless theology. We 
believe in God, the Father Almighty, 
m aker of heaven and earth, the de­ 
liverer of the distressed, the home for 
the homeless, the friend for the friend­ 
less. 
We believe in Jesus Christ, able 
to save to the utterm ost, pardoning 
the guilty, im puting his righteousness 
to the believer. 
We believe in the 
Holy Ghost, the comforter, the Sancti­ 
fier, cheering up the heart in life’s 
ills, 
and 
kindling 
bright lights 
in every dark landing place. 
We be­ 
lieve th a t the whole race is so sunken 
in sin th a t nothing but the omnipotent 
arm of God can ever lift it o u t 
We 
believe in grace -free grace, sovereign 
grace, trium phant grace, eternal grace. 
We believe in a Bible—authentic in its 
statem ents, immaculate in its teachings, 
glorious in its promises. 
We believe 
in heaven, the abode of the righteous; 
and in hell, the residence of those 
who are soul-suicides—of their own 
free choice refusing the divine mercy. 
We believe in the salvation of all men 
who accept Christ by faith, be they 
sprinkled or immersed, worship they 
in cathedral or in log cabin, believe 
they in Presbyterianism or Episco­ 
pacy7, dwell they under Italian skies 
or in Siberian snow -storms, be they 
Ethiopian 
or 
American. 
All 
one 
in C hrist 
One Lord, one faith, one 
baptism, on the way to one heaven. We 
built this tabernacle for the purpose 
of setting forth these great theories of 
the Gospel of the Son of God. 
Would 
th a t we had been more faithful in the 
pulpit! 
Would th at we had been more 
faithful in the pew! 
I remark, further, th a t we have tried 
here to build a church distinctively 
unconventional. 
Instead of asking, 
as some people are disposed to do, 
how other people do it, we have 
a s k e d cthe question how people do 
n o t do it. 
Imperious custom has d e ­ 
c id e d th a t churches shall be angular 


cheerless, gloomy, unsympatnetih; for­ 
getting th a t w hat men call a pious 
gloom Is impious, and th at th a t church 
has the best architecture where the 
people are the most comfortable, and 
th a t th at is the most efficient Christian 
service 
where 
the 
people 
are 
made most sick of sin and most 
anxious after Christ 
and heaven; 
And so we called 
the architects 
together for our first church building, 
and said, “Give us an am phitheatre”— 
th at is, a large family circle, gathered 
around a fireplace. 
For many years 
we had felt th at an am phitheatre was 
the only proper shape for an audience 
room 
The prom inent architects of 
the country said, “ It can not be done. 
You need a churchly building.” 
And 
so we had plan after plan of churchly 
buildings 
presented; 
but 
in due 
time God sent a man who grasped 
our 
idea 
and 
executed 
it. 
So 
far from being a failure, it satisfied 
our w ant, and all our three churches 
were built on the am phitheatrical 
plan, and scores of churches all over 
the country have adopted the same 
plan. 
And, my brethren and sisters, we 
fail in our work just in proportion as 
we try to be like other churches. 
We 
believe th a t 
God 
intended 
every 
church, like every man, to be individ­ 
ual, gathering up all its peculiarities 
and idiosyncracies, and hurling them 
all toward some good and grand ob­ 
je c t 
In other words, no tw o churches 
ought ever to be just alike. 
Here is a 
church, for instance, whose object it is 
to prepare (philosophers and artists 
and critics for heaven. God speed them 
in the difficult work! Here is a church, 
on the other hand, th a t proposes to 
bring only the poor into the ‘kingdom 
of Jesus Christ, looking not after the 
rich. 
God speed such a church in its 
undertaking! 
But there is a larger 
idea th a t a church may take—bring­ 
ing in tjie rich and the poor, the wise 
and the ignorant, the high and the 
low; so th a t kneeling beside each 
other shaU be the man faring sumptu­ 
ously every day, and the man who 
could not get his breakfast 
God 
speech such a church! 
Oh! my friends, we need to break 
away from slavery to ecclesiastical 
custom 
We dare not sing if anybody 
hears ua 
We dare not preach unless 
we have rounded off our sentences to 
suit the criticism of the world.
